COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—An 
associate of Ohio State Univer­ 
s e s 
College 
of 
Veterinary 
Medicine has been nominated 
for the “Nobel Prize” in her 
field. 
Her contributions to science 
are her worm-free children. 
Her name is Liz and she’s a 
5%-year-old beagle, mother of 
eight litters, which are part of 
the only worm-free colony of 
logs in existence. 
Faculty members in veterin- 
iry pathology have nominated 
Liz for tile “ Research Dog Hero 
>f 1963” award, given annually 
by the National Society for Med­ 
ical 
Research 
in 
Rochester, 


Minn. The award often is term ­ 
ed the “Nobel Prize of Dog­ 
dom.* 
Liz and he* associates, Dr. 
Richard A. Griesemer and the 
staff of the university’s germ ­ 
free life laboratory, set out to 
determine whether the mother 
dog could lose her worms by 
passing them on to her puppies. 
Dr. Griesemer explained that 
it has been known foi many 
years that puppies sometimes 
were 
infected 
at 
birth 
with 
worms from their mothei. Tests 
at Ohio State seemed to indi­ 
cate all newborn dogs may be 
infected. 
In the name of science. Liz 


was raised in a pen with a fine 
wire mesh floor so she wouldn’t 
be exposed to worm eggs. She 
contributed four litters of 28 
puppies in the next three years. 
Then she was moved to an 
isolation suite where there was 
no .chance of exposure to worms. 
In the past two years she has 
had four more litters of 24 pup­ 
pies—all free of worms. 
Having completed her work 
and proving the veterinarians 
point, Liz now is in semi-retire­ 
ment, 
living 
with 
her latest 
family in the doggonest three- 
room apartm ent — an isolation 
suite, complete with tile walls, 
air conditioning and a water 
fountain.

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP)— 
President Sukarno declared to­ 
night Indonesia

its hostile confrontation policy 
against Malaysia. 
“Onward: No retreat!** The 
president said, repeating a slo­ 
gan that hostility toward Ma­ 
laysia would continue until the 
new country is crushed. 
Sukarno’s rem arks came on­ 
ly hours after he and Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy issued state­ 
ments saying there would be a 
cease-fire along the Malaysia- 
Indonesian border and that In­ 
donesia would work for another 
summit conference on the Ma­ 
laysia crisis. 
At the same time Informa­ 
tion Minister Roeslan Abdulga- 
ni declared in a radio address 
that Sukarno’s agreement for a 
cease-fire and to work for a 
new summit conference did not 
mean 
that 
confrontation 
has 
been terminated. 
After announcement of the 
agreement, 
Kennedy 
flew 
to 
Bangkok, Thailand, for three 
hours of conferences with Thai 
officials. He was to go on to 
London to give British officials 
a review of his talks in Asia. 
The attorney general said he

ministers’ 
meeting would lead to a new 
summit conference of the prin­ 
cipals in the Malaysia dispute— 
Indonesian President Sukarno, 
Prime 
Minister Tunku Abdul 
Rahman of Malaysia and Phil­ 
ippine President Diosdado Mac- 
apagal.

Toll in '63: 
2,001 Lives 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Traffic accidents claimed 2,001 
lives in Ohio during 1963, an in­ 
crease of 137 over 1962, High 
way Safety Director Warren C. 
Nelson said today in a prelimi­ 
nary report. 
Nelson said the approximate 
seven per cent increase is simi­ 
lar to the experience of other 
large states and the entire na 
tion. 
The highest toll in Ohio was 
recorded in 1957 when 2,053 
persons were killed in traffic. 
Nelson said official figures for 
last year will not be avalable 
until the certification of all in 
juries is recorded. 
“Based on miles of travel,” 
Nelson said, “Ohio’s climbing 
traffic toll was to be expected 
since motor vehicles probably 
will roll up a staggering 40.6 
billion miles of travel in 1963 
as compared to 39.9 billion miles 
in 1962.’

In Panam a the United States is con­ 
fronted by the disastrous consequences 
of long - continued appeasement. The 
whole disillusioning experience with 
attem pted appeasem ent everywhere in 
the world should have been ample 
warning a g a i n s t 
any 
concession 
extracted by force. But in the last pre­ 
vious outbreak in Panam a, in 1959, the 
State Departm ent chickened out. 
Attacks on the United States then 
were venomous. President Eisenhow­ 
er was depicted i n c a r t o o n s i n Pan- 
a m a n i a n newspapers as a devil 
with pointed ears, cloven hooves, and 
horns protruding from his forehead. 
The U. S. Army was caricatured as a 
pack of dogs, attacking Panam anian 
children. The United States flag was 
desecrated. 
United States citizens then in the 
Canal Zone objected to appeasement 


of the rioters on the grounds that the 
raising of the Panam anian flag in the 
Canal Zone w o u l d be nothing more 
than a prelude to endless new de­ 
mands. The predicted eventual upshot 
would be demands for the complete 
ouster of the U. S. and operation of the 
canal by Panam a. 
The moral from Washington’s s u r ­ 
render in 1959 was obvious. Anybody 
wanting something from Uncle Sam 
should make as much trouble as pos­ 
sible. Anybody wanting more should 
make more trouble. More trouble is 
what Uncle Sam is getting in Panam a 
now. 
The Panam anian government should 
be required to make full restitution for 
all United States property destroyed by 
the mobs. If this is done the Panam an­ 
ian government may be less indulgent 
of its native hoodlums in the future.

Department; it was as an As­ 
sistant Secretary of State that 
he went to S a n Francisco in 
1945 to attend the conference 
which gave birth to the United 
Nations. 
Pulling back the veil from 
his San Francisco experience, 
G o v e r n o r Rockefeller told a 
New Hampshire audience that 
it was part of his job to rn e e t 
each morning with the FBI to 
discuss s e c u r i t y 
matters. 
“They came in one morning,” 
so Rockefeller recalled, “a n d 
said, “We have the goods on 
Alger Hiss.’ He was then secre­ 
tary general of the conference. 
This was in 1945, mind you. 
Long before a n y t h i n g else 
broke.” 
Nothing was done about Hiss 
at the time. As a matter of fact, 
tile case had been smouldering 
ever s i n c e the beginning of 
World War II. It was during 
the period of the Nazi - Soviet 
Pact that Isaac Don Levine, a 
superior journalist, had taken 
Whittaker Chambers, 
an 
ex- 
Communist on the staff of Time 
magazine, to see Adolf Berle at 
the State Department in Wash­ 
ington. Chambers had warned 
Berle about Alger Hiss and oth­ 
er members of “Marxist study 
groups” who were employed by 
the U. S. Government in sensi­ 
tive s p o t s . Berle passed the 
information on upwards, but no­ 
thing came of it. So, when the 
FBI informed Nelson Rockefel­ 
ler that the secretary general 
of the U n i t e d Nations’ natal 
conference was a suspected me­ 
nace, it was p a s s i n g along 
some pretty old stuff. 
But it 
was not less potent for tjiat. 
Rockefeller’s 
exhumation of 
the Hiss case might be consid­ 
ered as something that is nei­ 
ther h e r e nor t h e r e , now 
that Alger Hiss has paid h i s 
penalty for perjury about h i s 
past. But Richard Nixon might 
have warned Rocky that to take 
the anti-Hiss side is apt to bring 
some s u b t l e but nonetheless 
strong forces into play against 
a politician. Nixon has always 
felt that he both lived a n d 
died politically by his connec­ 
tion with Whittaker Chambers 
and Alger Hiss. He made h i s 
reputation when he pushed the 
investigation that forced

Hiss trials. But an impalpable 
malevolence has dogged Rich­ 
ard N i x o n from that day to 
the present. As he made plain 
in his farewell speech to t h e 
press in California, he attribut­ 
es it to Hiss case “fall-out.”

Attention is being focused on 
an encouraging new health sur­ 
vey that aims at the prevention 
of severe h e a r t attacks by 
learning how to predict them. 
Medical teams in Burbank, 
Calif., San Antonia, Tex., and 
San Francisco have been study­ 
ing a vast group of patients in 
an effort to learn how to fore­ 
see the “heart attack candi­ 
date.” 
Dr. Ray Roseniman and Dr. 
Meyer Friedman of San Fran­ 
cisco began this study in 1960, 
with a group of collaborators, 
the program 
is 
scheduled 
to 
continue for at least five years 
in order to establish m easure­ 
ments by which future coronary 
attacks can be anticipated and 
prevented. 
“ P r o j e c t 
Prediction” is 
studying the concentration of 
fat and cholesterol in the blood, 
the .speed of blood-clotting and 
the psychological makeup of all 
the participants. 
The evaluation of the 3,524 
volunteers included almost ev­ 
ery conceivable factor in their 
personal and family histories. 
Carefully planned probing was 
relentlessly carried on in this 
effort to predict “heart attacks 
after 50.” 
A 
tremendous 
amount 
of 
data is being fed into computer 
machines so that the results! 
can be completely objective and j 
independent of any preconceive I 
od 
ideas. 
The preliminary re-1 
port already brings to light the 
important fact that a tendency; 
to heart attacks Is associated 
with stressful personality. 
The scientists state “ a per­ 
sonality pattern identified with 
a hard driving male having ex­ 
cessive ambition and a competi­ 
tiveness, and one who constant­ 
ly works and lives under dead­ 
line pressures” can be consid-I 
ered to be potentially “coron- 
ary-prone.” 
Dr. Menard Gertler of New 
York 
City 
has independently 
evolved a technique for assess­ 
ing the possibility of a coronary 
candidate through actual nu­ 
merical scoring. 
In a recent book, Dr. Gert­ 
ler carefully balances studies 
of a patient’s height, weight, 
blood pressure, family history 
and 
blood. From this informa­ 
tion he arrives at a statistical 
conclusion that 
may 
prevent 
many heart attacks by planned 
medical supervision. 
All these scientific investiga­ 
tors are widely dispersed geo- 


grapically, 
yet intimately 
re­ 
lated by their enormous contri­ 
bution to the eventual preven­ 
tion of heart attacks through 
planning. 
Preventive medicine 
is 
the 
ultimate hope 
of all scientific 
endeavors. This important pro­ 
gram holds great promise. 
It has been established that 
the officers of a large industry 
are 
not 
necessarily 
greater 
risks for heart attacks than are 
the clerical workers and gen­ 
eral personnel in the company. 
Dr. Anthony D’Alonzo a n d 
Dr. Sidney Pell of Wilmington, 
Del., studied this problem and 
concluded that “stress cannot 
be measured only by the exter­ 
nal circumstances with which 
a person 
must 
contend, 
but 
rather by his reactions to these 
circumstances.” 
Out of this concept evolves 
the realization that top manage­ 
ment jobs may not necessarily 
be more stressful than those in 
lower levels.

NEW \ TORK (AP)—How the 
next federal budget will differ 
from the current one in its 
effect 
on 
business 
and 
con­ 
sumers and taxpayers is shown 
in government spending and in 
expected collections. 
The figures President Johnson 
has submitted for the fiscal year 
starting July I also reveal the 
actual cash receipts and pay­ 
ments, which run higher than 
the formal administrative budg­ 
et given to Congress. Total cash 
receipts from the public are ex­ 
pected to rise and total cash 
payments to the public to re­ 
main steady, after some adjust­ 
ments of transactions between 
government agencies. 
The details of the changes are 
significant. 
Increased spending is sched­ 
uled for education, for health, 
labor and welfare, and for space 
research and technology. And a 
big boost will be the $400 mil­ 
lion more interest to be paid— 
$11.1 billion in all—on an ex­ 
panding federal debt with ris­ 
ing interest costs. 
Sectors of the economy sched­ 
uled to receive less federal out­ 
lays in Hie next fiscal year are 
mainly agriculture and indus­ 
tries involved in national de­ 
fense. 
Veterans 
benefits 
and 
services and international af 
fairs and finance also are ex­ 
pected to cost a bit less. 
The government, on the other 
hand, is counting on collecting 
more 
in 
individual 
income 
taxes and corporation income 
taxes, despite the proposed cut 
in rates because incomes and 
earnings are expected to rise 
and also in excise taxes because 
consumers are expected to buy 
more of the things thus taxed. 
Higher employment tax re­ 
ceipts and interest on trust in­ 
vestments are expected to swell 
government 
trust 
fund 
ac 
counts. 
In all, the government de­ 
partments covered in the ad­ 
ministrative 
budget 
and 
the 
various agencies not included, 
are expected to pay $122.7 bil­ 
lion in cash to the public, and to 
take in $119.7 billion from the 
public. 
This $3-billion deficit will be 
about $2 billion under the one 
predicted in the formal admini­ 
strative budget, which puts re­ 
ceipts at $93 billion and expend, 
itures at $97.9 billion by omit­ 
ting the independent agencies. 
The cash outflow and inflow 
will have the closer relation to 
the economy as a whole. 
The 
President 
stresses the 
budget’s economic effect this 
way: “ In setting the relation­ 
ship between government ex­ 
penditures 
and 
taxation, 
the 
budget is also a powerful eco­ 
nomic force which can help or 
hamper our efforts to achieve 
stable 
prosperity 
and steady 
growth.” 
This economic force will be 
shaped by such things as a pro­ 
posed $1.1-billion drop in mili­ 
tary spending, and the hoped for 


$1.2-billion decline in the cost of 
farm programs. The President’s 
shifting emphasis also is seen 


in his request for $1.1 billion as 
a starter in his proposed war 
on poverty.

Pleas Cou rt Ju dg e John D. P l ­ 
eu ra, who had issu ed an inju nc­ 
tion ag ainst the ordinance on 
the g rou nds of u nconstitu tional­ 
ity . 
The ordinance was a broad 
one, banning discrim ination for 
race, creed or color in practi­ 
cally ev ery phase of real estate 
operations in Oberlin. It was 
challeng ed by I. L. Porter of 
Oberlin. 
Becau se this opinion is partly 
in conflict with a recent one by 
a special panel of 
O h i o dis­ 
trict Cou rt of Appeals ju dg es in 
Toledo, it au tom atically will g o 
to the Ohio Su prem e Cou rt for 
rev iew. A two-y ear-old Toledo 
opon-occu pancy hou sing ordin­ 
ance, which was nev er enforced, 
was 
declared 
u nconstitu tional 
becau se it was “ too loosely w rit­ 
ten

Nation's Great 
Papers Guarded 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Na­ 
tional Archives Building, where 
rest the records of a nation 187 
years old, has tighter security 
regulations since a recent theft. 
But authorities have no fear 
of anyone stealing the Declara­ 
tion of Independence or other 
great documents. 
“We feel there's absolutely 
no possibility of anyone making 
off with the real national treas­ 
ures,” Dr. Robert H. Bahmer, 
deputy archivist of the United 
States, said in an interview 
Despite elaborate safeguards, 
presidential letters and other 
documents valued 
at 
$500,000 
were stolen from the research 
area. 
The three great charters of 
freedom of the United States 
are enshrined in the exhibition 
hall of the Archives Building. 
These are the Declaration of 
Independence, the Constitution 
of the United States and the 
Bill of Rights. 
During the hours the building 
is open to the public, from 9 
a.m. to IO p.m., a guard stands

WASHINGTON (AP) — Gov. 
James A. Rhodes and several 
other Ohio officials maintained 
a fast pace Wednesday in the 
nation’s capital. 
Rhodes said the main purpose 
of the two-day visit was to meet 
with Ohio’s congressional dele 
gation and to talk with the law­ 
makers 
about creating more 
jobs in the state. 
But besides a non - political 
luncheon with the congressmen 
Rhodes also held a news con 
ference and met with Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk and Secre 
tary of Health, Education and 
Welfare 
Anthony 
Celebrezze 
among other things. He invited 
the cabinet members to attend 
the June 6-10 Governors Confer 
•nee in Cleveland, and both ac 
cepted. 
Questions put to Rhodes at his 
news conference were mostly 
about Ohio politics, and most 
drew “no comment.” The gov 
ernor said, “We did not come 
here to solve the political situa 
tion.” 
Sens. Stephen M. Young and 
Frank J. Lausche, D-Ohio, and 
all six Ohio Democratic House 
members attended Wednesday’ 
luncheon. 
The luncheon Rhodes said, 
am separating myself from poli 
tics, as we must have the co 
operation of Democrats and the 
cooperation of Republicans and 
not get into controversy. Our 
state needs new jobs. It can 
get them if we correlate our 
e n e r g i e s and know - how 
strengths and capabilities.” 
The economic development of 
Ohio, he said, is not a monopoly 
of either political party but an 
obligation of both. He told news 
men that 40,000 new jobs were 
added to the state’s economy in 
1963, the sharpest increase in 
jobs in Ohio since 1955.

Lo, Poor Indian Is Poor 
But He's Not Vanishing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
phrase “vanishing American” 
is out of date. For American 
Indians are experiencing a pop­ 
ulation explosion. 
But if you say “lo, the poor 
Indian” you will be right. Most 
American Indians are beset by 
numbing, spirit-sapping pover­ 
ty. 
But leaders of the National 
Congress of American Indians 
cheered at the White House 
this week when President John­ 
son promised to pay special at­ 
tention to Indians in his “war 
on pockets of poverty.” 
At the Indian Congress head­ 
quarters Wednesday, executive 
director Robert Brunette said 
there were perhaps 750,000 In­ 
dians in the country when the 
white man arrived. 
Over the century, the number 
declined to maybe 150,000. But

20 per cent faster than whites. 
On the reservations, condi­ 
tions are bad, all told. Presi­ 
dent Johnson noted that unem­ 
ployment among Indians is 49 
per cent and that the average 
Indian dies at 42 compared with 
a national average of 62. 
“What do you eat?” a report­ 
er asked a group of Crow Indi­ 
ans from Montana, who had 
donned splendid eagle feathers 
for the interview. 
“Food, mostly,” said Alex 
LaForge, who besides the feath­ 
ers had a beautiful necktie with 
a crow on it. 
Brunette was more detailed: 
“If it weren’t for government 
surplus food, three quarters of 
our people would starve. 
“Trouble is, the food runs 
mostly to corn meal, flour, rice, 
beams, lard and some cheese. 
Mostly starchy. A lot of Indians 
are paunchy but not healthy ” 
As for education, most Indian 
kids cannot even get clothes to 
go to college in, let alone mon­ 
ey, Brunette said. 
What does the Indian need? 
“He’s proud and doesn’t want 
handouts,” Brunette said. “But 
he should be able to get credit 
to develop his land, like every 
other American. Now, much of 
it is leased out to non-Indians.” 
What 
about 
Indians 
who 
struck it rich? 
A few of them did, Brunette 
said — like some Osages who 
had oil under their land in Ok­ 
lahoma, and a handful of Agua 
Caliente Indians who owned the 
desert 
where 
Palm 
Springs, 
Calif., now stands. But they are 
rare exceptions, he said.
